The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 16, lines 2-3, replace “diaryliodonium, triarylsulfonium, diaryliodosonium, 
triarylsulfoxonium, dialkylphenacylsulfonium, and” with “diaryliodonium salts, triarylsulfonium salts, 
diaryliodosonium salts, triarylsulfoxonium salts, dialkylphenacylsulfonium salts,” . 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 has been amended to exclude the vinyl ether conpounds taught by JP 2000-264911, JP 
07228842, Nakasuga et al (6,376,070) or Heinz (4,320,188). The corrpositions recited in claim 1 and its 
dependent claims requires the presence of an alkenyl ether compound. New claim 31 requires an 
elastomeric polymer component having the stated tensile strength and elongation at break and selected 
from the group set forth. New claim 40 requires that the composition comprises one of the specifically 
recited elastomeric polymers. It is agreed that the references do not teach the limitations of new claims 
31-39 or of new claim 40. See Applicant’s Remarks submitted 02-02-2004, pages 12-18 for a more 
detailed discussion. 

The newly cited references are cited as art of interest. US 6,008,312 and US 5,130,384 disclose 
millable polyurethane rubber polymers but do not teach compositions also corrprising an unsaturated 
ether monomer and a cationic photoinitiator. Ruepping (6,346,300) discloses UV cmable compositions of 
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several kinds of elastomeric polymers with multifunctional (meth)acrylate crosslinking agents and free 
radical photoinitiators. Woods et al (6,627,762, filed 10-23-2002) disclose UV curable adhesive 
compositions comprising acetal ester linked propylene carbonate (meth)acrylate esters, (meth)acrylate 
monomers, free radical or cationic photoinitiators. Woods et al mention that vinyl ether co-curable 
compounds can be added (column 8, lines 60-65). Bachmann et al (5,385,958) disclose adhesive 
compositions comprising an activating formulation comprising a liquid vinyl ether diluent and an amine- 
aldehyde condensation product. An elastomeric domain-providing filler and free radical photoinitiator 
may be added, however, a cationic photoinitiator is not mentioned.
